Program Results and Effect:
The best bargain in state government is the provision and delivery of support services by DEQ staff working 
at department level abilities.  The Financial Management Bureau manages DEQ's annual budget of 
approximately $40 million in federal grants, state dedicated fund accounts, fee generated programs, and 
General Fund dollars.  Recent legislative audits have identified no significant findings.  The health of the 
agency budget is strong but has been hindered by continuing declines in federal grant funds and continued 
declining revenue sources in dedicated accounts.  Coupled with limited growth in state government in the 
past four years, limitations of FTP's have required the agency to carefully and frugally manage limited 
available financial resources through redirection of resources to address major agency initiatives.

Utilizing a central approach of providing "transparent and seamless" support services, the Human Resources 
Unit has been effective in managing human resource requirements with limited staff.

The Information and Technology Bureau has been innovative in acquiring and maintaining a computer 
network which meets the needs of its users through outsourcing network services when and where 
appropriate.  Limited staff support user services for over 450 hardware connections in six remote locations 
and in the central office facility in Boise.

The Planning, Prevention, and Outreach Bureau has involved greater numbers of employees in planning and 
reporting agency activities.  Technical assistance in pollution prevention, underground storage tanks, and air 
requirements for small businesses has continued to increase and become more efficient.  DEQ's health and 
safety program is improving through increased awareness, training, and structure integrated into daily 
activities.

Since July 1, 1999, the agency has reorganized.  As a result, Planning and Support Services has been 
restructured into four (4) major administrative support functions under direction of the agency's Chief of 
Staff. These major administrative support functional units include: Fiscal Office; Human Resources Office; 
Community Affairs Office; Computer Services.

These groups will continue to provide centralized transparent and seamless administration services with a 
major emphasis on enhanced customer service approaches and simplified and meaningful processes.

Water quality programs also demonstrated significant progress.  The lawsuit concerning assessment of 
Idaho's water bodies was settled in 1997, resulting in Idaho agreeing to assess 962 water bodies by 2005.  
By the end of 1998 DEQ had completed six TMDLS for 61 stream segments.  In addition, DEQ has been in 
partnership with other agencies to coordinate efforts between the water quality assessment and the 
Governor's Bull Trout plan.  Water quality monitoring is demonstrating improvements in statewide conditions.
